" lo tbe matter of grading, tbe town 
ICaglneer reported and tbe ooatraetor 
ban been paid for 1,096 cubic yard# In 
1901, and a further Item of 39 cubic 
yarda for work eaal of Tbomaa itreet 
In tbe cprlng of 1909. Tbe gndlng oofl- 
•lated of both cutting end-fitting, and 
la conceded tbat tbe filling required was 
considerably la excess of tbe cute 
While tbe general work waa In progreea 
tbua far all earth taken from oula ebould 
bare been ueed for Qlllog and charged 
for bat ooce, and consequently tbe 
amount obarged for abould repreaent 
filling. 

*' Tbe objection a of tbe property-own- 
era,** toe report raja, "to tbe 
meat for tbe grading for tbla Improve¬ 
ment are two-fold: First, becauae of tbe 
general Impreaeloo that tbe amount 
ebarget^for la In exoeaa of tbe amount 
ueed; and aecond, becauae tbej oontend 
tbat tba entire coat of the grading 
abould be aaaeeeed upou tbe propertj tu 
trout of wbicb tbo grading waa dooe, 
and not apportioned amoog all tba prop- 
arllea Included lo tbe general Improve¬ 
ment.

Iguree could be obtained thereb , jour 
eummltlee requeated Mr. Fraoolaco to 
make aucb ueeauremente ae be enuld 
from aurface ludloallona of abuttlug 
property more than two jeara after tue 
Improvement bad been completed, and 
bla report le berewltb aubuiitied. He 
koda oulj 34U oublc jar da appearing at 
iba preeeut time, but anpplemeoU bla 
report with tbe statement that the onlj 
way In which tbe exact quautltj of filling 
can be determined would be bj oroee 
eectlone taken before tbe' filling wee 
begun No figure# of auj kind have 
been preeeuled bj auj objectore, and It 
U not believed that any are obtainable. 

“ Tbe Town Engineer appeared before 
your committee aud produced bla leld- 
booka, wnlcb be averred Oooutlned tbe 
varloua elevatlcoa and maaauramente 
taben aod made by him before tba work 
bagan, a d furtbei averred that from 
tboae measurement* be bad made bla 
aroaa aectloa caicnUiloua of tba amount 
af fining required, and from tbnun anluw- 
Inlfoun bn Bad • atermlnad tbe amount 
to bn 1,096 cubic yarda, wbicb bn fta 
aatlafiad In correct. Tour eommlttna to 
bouud bj tbaaa figuran. and 
In no rcoommcndntlon to tba 


'* In tba mattar of tba removal of 
nineteen trace and three lamp poata 
charged for by the contractor, jour com¬ 
mittee ban made tbe rulleat Inquiry 
poeelble, bkt baa no definite evidence 
ibbt tbe number Ic not correct. Oertatu 
ebjectort have stated*tbat they oould 
not recall ae many ae nineteen tree* 
removed, but tbe Town Engineer and 
tbe coutr«cter are eure that toe oumbei 
le correct. Tbe wotk w«a done uodet 
me eupervM D Q f Ibe Hldewalk Com¬ 
mittee then In charge, and tbe bill ban 
been duly certified aim paid. 

"A<l the uiesaureineuta aud figure* 
lurnlabed by tne Town Engineer are 
Mudtog and dual under tbe oontract, ao 
•• the contractor la conoerued.
